SENTENCING THE SWINDLERS. 


Ex-Cashier Lawrence, of the Keyston® 
Bank, Gets Seven Years. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 18.—Charles 
Lawrence, ex-assistant cashier of the broken 
Keystone National Bank, who yesterday 
plead guilty in the United States district 
court to two indictments charging him with 
making false entries in the bank’s books, and 
with conspiracy with Gideon W. Marsh, caus- 
ing the bank to makeffalse entries, was this 
morning seutenced by Judge Biddie to seven 
years’ imprisonment in the Eastern peniten 
tiary at hard Jabor and pay a fine of $100 and 
costs. 

Frances W. Kennedy, president, and Henry 
H. Kennedy, cashier of the su 
pended Spring Garden national bank, 
were brought before Judge Butler 
this morning. The two Kennedys also pleaded 
guilty yesterday to making false returns to the 
comptroller of the currency, misapplying the 
funds of the bank and making false entries in 
the books. 

After the two men had pleaded guilty, Judge 
Butler was petitioned by their counsel to sus- 
pend the sentence to allow them to get their 
affairs into order, and also on the ground that 
they could be of great assistance to the re- 
ceiver of the bank in disentangling its affairs. 
Judge Butler reserved his decision on the 
inatter until today. This morning he decided 
to grant the petition, and postponed sentence 
until September 8th. 


THE CONVICT BOSSES 


Engaged in Fighting the Authority of the 
State. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 18.—(Special, }— 
J. E. Goodwin, who is the sub-lessee of 
500 convicts, today filed # bill seeking to 
enjoin the state board of penitentiary in- 
spectors from requiring him to remove the 
state convicts from the Briceville mine. 


because the mine was reported to be in a hor- 
ribly unsanitary and unsafe condition and the 
stockade incomplete. The convicts were 
without beds or bed clothing. Mr. Goodwin 
today petitioned the board,to rescind their 
order, promising to remedy the evils within 
twenty days, but the board declined totake the 
desired action. Thereupon the bill was filed. 
It contains several sensational charges. 

It charges that Commissionet of Labor Ford, 
who inspected the mine, is not an experienced 
miner, as is required by law; that he is incom- 
petent, andbesides is in sympathy with the 
movement to drive out the convicts, and that 
the board did not confirm his report before act- 
ing. It charges that the board had no authority 
to order the removal, and that an armed mob 
has threatened to shoot and kill in case the leg- 
islature, at'its coming session does not afford re- 
lief. It charges that the order for removal was 
simply a new mode of retreat, adopted to save 
the state humiliation at the hands of the free 
miners. The application for an injunction 
will be heard Saturday. 


ALABAMA PIG IRON. 


Eight Hundred Tons to Be Shipped to 
Baltimore. 

BALTIMORE,jAugust 18.—The growth of the 
iron industry in Alabama is shown by ship- 
ments of pig iron arriving in Baltimore by the 
York River line of. steamers. One 
consigninent now ~ being received from 
Ensley, Ala., by that route will 
amount to 800 tons. The iron 
leaves Ensley over the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad, and is transferred at West 
Point, Va., to the York river steamers. When 
it reaches Baltimore it is delivered to the ship 
at Yorktown, which will take it to San Fran- 
cisco.

The newspaper press of 
India printed in the native language, strongly 
condemns the so-called “hurried order’ issued 
for the execution, which, the native press declares, 
was hastened, lest English public opinion should 
undergoa change in favor of the condemned 
princes, after the publication of their defense.

ANOTHER CONFLAGRATION. 


FIFTY-FIVE HOUSES REDUCED 10 ASHES 


Large Brick Buildings Among Those De- 
stroyed—An Explosion of Dynamite 
Increases the Flames. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 18.—[Special]. 
Jacksonville has had one of the biggest fires in 
ber history. At11:55 o’clock last night an 
alarm was turned in, and the firemen were on 
hand in a few seconds to find that the fire was 
im the three-story crockery house of R. D. 
‘Knight, in the center of the business portion of 
the city. The heat ignited the Hubbard 
block, the largest building in the city, four 
stories high, and containing the Hubbard 
hardware store, Western Union Telegraph 
office, Southern Saving and Trust Company, 
Jacksonville Light Infantry armory and the 
telephone central offices. 

A DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 

Thence it jumped across the street to the 
Seminole Club house, three stories high, and 
communicated to the Smith building and the 
Mattier building. In the Smith. building a 
large amount of dynamite had been stored. 
This exploded and started fires blocks away to 
the northwest. The sound was not heard, but 
the effects of the explosion was seen fifty miles 
away. Inthecity the effect was stunning. 
Men fellin the streets and many were in- 
jured. Plate glass for four and five squares 
was shattered, and the sidewalks covered with 
broken glass. 

The firemen could have stopped the fire at 
this point, but for the explosion. That ren- 
dered them about helpless. 

A TERRIBLE CONFLAGRATION,. 

Residences, stores and hotels broke into 
flames, and the fire becamea terrible confia- 
gration, and was not stopped until after day- 
light in the middle of the square, bounded by 
Church, Ashley, Laura and Main streets. 

Thelarger buildings burned are: Knight’s 
crockery store, the Hubbard block, Seminole 
block, Smith building, Mattier house, Freed- 
man's Bureau building, Tremont hotel, Hotel 
Placide, Ritzewoller’s residence, Chelsea 
house, St. Joseph’s academy, Tilton 
house, Murfay & Baker’s carriage 
repository, and nearly all buildings from and 
including Simmons & Scott’s shoe store, to 
and including Lloyd Bros.’ grocery store, cor- 
nerof Church and Main streets. The total 
number of buildings ofall kinds burned is fifty- 
five. The total loss will be about one million 
dollars. The insuranceis not obtainable just 
now. It will be small compared with the 
total loss. No lives were lost. 

THE LIST OF LOSSES. 

The losses will foot up about one million dol- 

lars, with insurance of about six hundred and 


fifty thousand. 

At 1:50 o’clock a heavy discharge of dyna- 
mite in one of the burning stores, destroyed 
all the glass in the stores in half a mile radius, 
many persons being seriously injured by the 
flying glass.

The burnt district covers about ten blocks in 
area, six long and two wide, embracing some 
of the finest blocks an best dwellings in the 
city. A heavy wind was the cause of the fire 
spreading so much. The city looks desolate 
tonight, many families camping out in the 
park, asthe weather is warm, and they haven’t 
had time to engage new quarters. This is the 
heaviest blowin thisline Jacksonville has 
ever sustained. 

A CORRECTED ESTIMATE. 

A corrected estimate of the loses and insu- 
rance is as follows: Total losses about eight 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. Tota) in- 
surance $493,805. The largest losers 
among the insurance companies are Liverpool, 
London and Globe, $45,000; AStna, $23,000;

The joint committee from the senate and 
house appointed to look into the disposal of 
the encampment money, met yesterday after 
noon. 7 | 

The committee was appointed tosee how the 
money appropriated was spent at Chicka- | 
mauga, and to see if any but regularly en- 
listed men were in attendance. 

As to the latter, reports were received from 
all officers, showing that the men were all en- 
listed, with the exception of two or three, who 


were under age. 

The disposition of the money was shown by 
& report to General Kell from Colonel A. Jd. 
West, the quartermaster general. The report 
isan exhaustive one, and fully satisfied Gen- 
eral Kell, the committee and all interested. 

It is minute in its details, and shows every 
dollar received by the quartermaster, and its 
disposition. Each expense is certified to by 
the proper officers, and the accounts have all 
been carefully examined and accepted by the 
governor and General Kell. 

Colonel West has taken great interest in 
Georgia’s militia, and has spent much time 
and individual money in making the late en- 
campment a success. His work has been 
hard without any recompense except that 
knowing he has done much good. His report, 
shows something of what he has done, and is 
interesting to all who have paid any attention 
to military matters. 

PROVISIONS OF THE REPORT. 

Itis addressed to Adjutant and Inspector 
General Kell, and begins. by stating that 
since his induction to the office of quarter- 
master general warrants to the amount of 
$22,346.96 had passed through his hands. 
There were nine warrants in all, and itemized 
statements and vouchers of how each was 
spent are given, being certified to by the 
proper officers. 

In the recapitulation the credits show the 


nine warrants amounting to $22,343.96,and the 
donation from the Crawfish Springs Land 
Company of $5,000, makinga total of $27, 
343.96. 

In the disbursements vouchers show the ex- 
penditure of 22,343.96, and the remaining 
$5,000 wasthe ‘‘balance paid out as per itemized 
bills, including lumber, freight, wagonage, 
nails, hardware, pay-rolls for mechanics, hire 
of forty tents, freight on same to and from 
Columbus, O.”’ 

Thus, by itemized statements, the course of 
every dollar is shown and certified to, to the 
satisfaction of all. 

The amount now on hand is $50, $20 of 
which was advanced by the land company to 
pay laborers, and $30 coming from the sale of 
lumber left over. 

THE DIFFERENT CAMPS. 


The report closes as follows: 

It will be seen from the above that $2,618.84 went 
to Colonel W. W. Gordon’s camp, at Savannah, 
Ga. ;. $5,412.75 was used in the construction of the 
camp at Chickamauga, leaving $19,312.37 used for 
camp Chickamauga proper, after camp had been 
putin readiness. 

It may be ofinterest tothe state that nearly 
three hundred thousand feet of lumber were re- 
quired to construct the buildings at camp Chick- 
amauga, most of which was purchased trom the 
mills near Cedartown at very reasonable rates, 
and shipped by the Chattanooga, Rome and Co- 
lumbus railroad at greatly reduced rates. 

All of the tent floors, dining tables,benches and 
washstands were made of dressed lumber. From 
thirty to sixty men under a most excellent fore- 
man were engaged for four weeks doing the car- 
penater’s work, performing faithful duty, irre- 
spective of hours, as all felt ambition in having 
everything in readiness by the time the first 
troops should arrive. 

By reference to the itemized bills it will be seen 
that $1,42346 was consumed in paying the carpen- 
ter’s pay-roll. The shower baths cost $432.69. 
The state haying only 213 tents, large and smail,-I 
was compelled to hire forty from Columbus, Ohio, 
at a cost of $6 each, making $240, and the freight 
thereon to Chicamauga and return amounting to 
$102.36. 

in addition to lime, hinges, whitewash brushes 
and other materials, seventy kegs of nails were 
used in the construction of buildings. 

Every officer and soldier being actuated by a 
spirit of economy, it was ascertained that it was 
cheaper for the state to pay for the hire of horses 
for the use of those entitled to them under the 
law, therefore that plan was adopted instead of 
each officer shipping his horse from home. This 
is in explanation of the items of horse hire in the 
bills, which resulted in considerable saving to 
the state. 

During the three weeks of encampment forty 
two companies were in attendafice, averaging 
forty-two men to each company, in addition to 
field and staff, cooks and servants. The longest 
distance traveled was 430 miles, from Savannah, 
and the shortest was fifty-two miles from Dalton. 

ASSETS ON HAND. 

We have on hand assets as follows: The build- 
ings at Chickamauga, 600 mattresses, fifteen No. 
8 cook stoves, with accompanying utensils; 
225 tent floors of dressed lumber, tongued and 
grooved; one lot of tent pins, twenty rakes, ten 
ground brooms, twenty house brooms, six mat- 
tocks, fifteen buckets, five candlesticks, medicine 
measures, one garrison flag, four wheelbarrows 
and six shovels, costing about $6,000, the value of 
which cannot be estimated until the question of a 
permanent encampwent is decided.

aving been verified by me; approved by your- 
self, examined by the governor’s secretary, and 
same are on file in the executive department; also 
duplicates furnished from egg office, and copies 
retained by me, thereby furnishing quick 
evidence to all who are desirous of seeking in- 
formation pertaining thereto. 

I feel satisfied in calling on the 2,000 soldiers who 
camped at Chickamauga, to bear enthusiastic 
evidence as to the work made incumbent upon me 
in my official capacity. 

I employed a stenographer at my own expense, 
made thirteen trips to Chickamauga without a 
nickel’s expense to the state, and gave two 
months of mytime to the stete’s service. If I 
have conduced in any way to the advancement of 
Georgia’s citizen soldiery and made them my 
friends, and at the same time discharged my duty 
satisfactorily to his exceliency, the governor, my 
recompense is sufficient and I am satisfied. Yours 
truly, A; J. WEST.

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Marietta Street Merchants Sue the Consoli- 
dated Railway Company~—Damage 
Suits, Large and Small. . 


Retarn day in the superior court means & 
busy day forthe lawyers, anda still busier 
day for the clerks in Judge Tanner's office. 

Yesterday was no exception to the rule. 

From the time the office opened in the 
morning till nearly 7 o’clock last night suits of 
every kind were piling in. The papers had to 
be properly docketed and indexed and filed 
away by Dr. Holliday and Judge 
Tanner and their assistants. This 
was no picnic, as may readily be under 
stood when it is told that a larger number of 
suits was filed yesterday than were ever filed 
any one day since the court was organized. 

The dockets show that about six hundred 
and seventy-five cases have been entered in the 
clerk’s office for the fall term ofthe superior 
and the city courts. 

Nearly a hundred new suits were filed yes- 
terday. 

Among this great number are specimens of 
every ‘kind of suit known to the law. 

A comparatively few damage suits were 
filed and less than a dozen divorce cases. 

Against the Consolidated. 

Messrs. J. T. Spence and G. D. Stuart 
filed a big batch of damage suits against the 
Atlanta Street Railway Company. 

W. M. Stratton wants $400; G. W. Boyd, 
$250; W. A. Harbuck, $300; 8S. R. Elliot, $250; 
E. C. Henley, $275; J. Mathews, $200; R. L. 
Johnson, $400; S. M. Thomas, $300; G. U. 
Lawieas, $300; B. Ranirsck, $250; Mrs. Emma 
Lawless $250; Harris & Bro., $200; M. 8. 
Davis, $300. 

The petitions of all these claimants for dam- 
ages are of the same tenor. They allege that 
the Atlanta Street Railway Company opened 
the street along their places of business, and 80 
blocked it up as to interfere with their traffic. 

Against the Georgia. 
Mrs. Isabella W. Garrison institutes a suit 


for $15,000 damages against the Georgia Rail- 


road and Banking Company. In the com- 
plaint it is alleged that the petitioner’s'son, 
Thomas L. Garrison, was employed by the 
defendant asa car coupler, Whilst in the 
discharge of his duties he was fatally crushed 
between the bumpers of twocars. The de- 
ceased was free from blame and negligence, 
the papers claim, and he could not have 
avoided death by exercising ordinary care. 
The young man was about seventeen years of 
age, and was earning $35 a month, with pros- 
pects of an early increase of wages. The pe- 
titioner avers that the company was criminally 
negligent, and she insists that she should bo 
paid the amount claimed. 

Chancy Wimfrey seeks to recover $100 from 
the Western Union Telegraph Company for 
failure to deliver a message to the plaintiff. 

Ejected from a Train. 

Matt Wesley, sues the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company for $1,000, The complain- 
ant avers that he purchased a ticket for 
Greensboro, and entered the coach. When 
the conductor made his round for tickets, this 
ticket was tendered by Wesley, and refused by 
the conductor, who stated it had not been 
purchased. The petitioner insisted that it 
was good, and urged the conductor to 
receive it, but the latter was obdurate and 
actually had petitioner forcibly ejected from 
the train. Now Wesley desires to mulct the 
company in the sum of $1,000 for the indig- 
nity put upon him by one of the defendant’s 
servants. 

Harrison Smith sues the Atlanta cotton 
mills for $2,000 damages. The petitioner 
avers that he is fifteen years old, and whilst 
discharging his duty as an employe of the de- 
fendant, wasinjured through no fault of his 
own. , 

S. P. Gantt and his wife sue for $6,500 dam- 
ages, the city of Atlanta being the defendant. 
Mr. and Mrs. Gantt~ were riding together in a 
cart in Fraser street when the vehicle ran into 
a deep rut and was overturned, throwing the 
occupants ont and injuring them. They seek 
to hold the city responsible for allowing the 
street to remain in so dangerous a condition. 


On Account of a Gas Meter. 


E. H. Smith sues the Gate City Gaslight 
Company for $1,500., He avers that he was a 
consumer of gas farnished by the defendant;

What about shortening the legislative ses- 
sions? iw a 

Ever since the adoption of the cortstitu- 
tion of 1877, general complaint has been 
made against the length of the sessions. 


Year after year they have grown longer. 


Two yearsago the record was beaten by 
long odds, and this session bids fair to be 
little, ifany, shorter than the preceding 
summer session. 

It is generally agreed that the legislature 
sits entirely too long. And yet, it can but 
be apparent to any one who is acquainted 
with the situation, that as matiers now 
stand, it is absolutely impossible for the 
legislature to get through with its business 
in any less time than usually occupied. 

It is likewise apparent that something 
must be wrong, ‘not with the legislature, 
but with the laws under which such long 
sessions are rendered necessary. 

The cause of the trouble is in the consti- 
tutional requirement carrying various kinds 
of local and charter legislation to the gen- 
eral assembly, instead of allowing it to be 
disposed of through the courts or otherwise, 
where it would cost the state much less than 
in the legislature. 

We present elsewhere in this issue an in- 
terview with the Hon. Price Gilbert, of 
Muscogee, concerning the matter, which the 
legislature cannot too carefully consider. It 
is a source of congratulation that the legis- 
lature is already moving toremedy the evils 
complained of. Itis by far the most im- 
portant work before this general assembly, 
and if it will successfully carry it out and 
take from the legislature all of the cumber- 
some measures which can be as well at- 
tended to otherwise, it will succeed in short- 
ening the length of the sessions at least one- 
half, and thus save thousands of dollars to 
the state. 

As a practical illustration of our position, 
let us take the published acts of 1889, which 
consists of 1,446 pages. 

Of the total number of pages only 183 are 
devoted to laws of a general character, 
touching appropriations, taxes, code amend- 
ments, education, common carriers, etc. 

Two hundred and fifty-six pages are given 
to the publication of charters of a large 
number of wildcat railroads, many of which 
will never be heard from again, and proba- 
bly not a half dozen of which charters were 


really intended for actual and practical use. - 


Yet these 256 pages represent a cost of prob- 
ably five thousand dollars to the state. 

Two hundred and three pages are devoted 
to the incorporation of banks and loan and 
trust companies. 

Ninety-six pages are taken up with the 
charters of street railroads and navigation 
companies. 

Three hundred and forty-one pages, about 
one-fourth of the entire book, contain the 
charters of municipal corporations of various 
degrees of importance, but some of which 
are not big enough to be entitled to the dis- 
tinction of being called a crossroad town. 

Strange to say, the smaller the town the 
larger the charter. The code of Georgia 
provides how towns may be incorporated, 
and yet every small settlement that wants a 
charter goes before the legislature, takes the 
published charter of some large town, has it 
read three times in each house, at an ex- 
pense of several hundred dollars to the state, 
and then incumbers the public records of 
the state with it. ° 

The legislature should by all means take 
the matter of incorporating municipalities 
out of the general assembly, and ‘provide 
some general method by which such char- 
ters can be granted by the courts or by the 
secretary of state, 

If all of the railroads, banks, etc., to be 
chartered were required to go to the secre- 
tary of state, instead of to the legislature, 
and were compelled to pay a reasonable fee 
to receive a charter regulated by a general 
law, there would be fewer wildcat charters 
granted, and the state would save thousands 
of dollars which are now lost in the cost of 
such legislation. 

Of 1,446 pages required to publish the 
acts of 1889, less than one-third of that 
number would have been necessary if such 
laws as suggested had been in operation in 
1889, 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the legisla- 
ture will pass the measures looking to the 
shortening of the seseions, It will save the 
state money, and will be more satisfactory 


in every way. Where it takes 100 days to 


do the business now, the legislature could 
meet and adjourn in one-half the time. 

It should pass a general law covering the 
charters of private companies, throwing the 
necessary safeguards around them, and 
hereafter all charters to be granted should 
come through the courts or through the 
state department. 

Let the constitution be so amended—the 
people will approve, : 

If the legislature wants to do genuine ser- 
vice to the people, let it push this matter to 
a successful conclusion. 


The Remedy. 

Colonel D. B. Hamilton, a prominent and 
successful business man of Rome, agrees 
with Tur CONSTITUTION that the remedy 
for the financial difficulties under which the 
people and the business of the country are 
laboring is to be found ina system of state 
banks properly guarded and restricted. 
Writing in The Tribune-of-Rome, Colonel 
Hamilton says: 

Is not the remedy, the solution, in the doctrine 
of John C. Calhoun, the great statesman of former 
and purer days, in banks of local issue? Repeal 
the act of congress taxing state banks 10 per cent, 
and let the states have banks of local issue. Why 
not? It may be said we have tried state banks, 
and we had many good banks, but we had some 


wildcat banks. That is true: But we have learned. 


a great deal since that time. The world has ad- 
vanced, banking systems have improved, we have: 
learned much in financial matters and legislative 
power, and there can be no doubt of the fact that 
banks of iocal issue can be created and regulated 
by law so as to provide for the people a circulat- 
for all purposes, Why not? 
Take the state of Georgia. Her bonds are good in 
the markets of the world, Band 4 percent bonds 
above par. Why could not the state of Georgia 
charter banks and allow local issue on her bonds

towns and villages, was a model institution, 
thoroughly adapted to the needs of the peo- 

ple and the demands of business. Its bills 

were as good in London or in Liverpool as 
in Georgia, All its branches were banks of 
issue, and they furnished a local currency 
that was at once flexible and ample. 

The national banking system is no im- 
provement at all over the state bank system 
of Georgia and other southern states, Asa 
matter of fact, the national banking system 
was not intended to be an improvement over 
any system. It was devised, not for meeting 
the business demands of the people, but for 
the simple and sole purpose of creating a 
market for United States bonds. In other 
words, the national banking system is a war 
measure in its conception and iu its results. 
The outcome of it isthe centralization of 
the finances of the country. Under this 
system the currency of the people can be 
controlled by a few banks inthe money 
centers; can be withheld or given out as 
best suits the purposes of the lords of the 
treasury, and can be contracted to suit their 
speculative plans, orto serve their petty 
spites and prejudices. 

The remedy for the financial situation is 
to be found in the free coinage of silver, and 
in the re-establishment of state banks of 
issue, properly guarded and restricted. 


A Great Show. 

The New York Sun has a few editorial 
remarks on the subject of fairs—more espe- 
clally fairs in Texas. Why our brilliant 
contemporary, which shines for all, should 
confine itself to Texas fairs and omit all 
mention of the great Piedmont Exposition, 
which is to be held in Atlanta during the 
month of October, is a mystery to us. 

It was thought that the great cotton ex- 
position held in this city in 1881 was a big 
show in all its parts, but it was entirely 
eclipsed by the Piedmont Exposition held in 
1887. This year all the expositions ever 
held in this city or the south are to be thrown 
in the shade by the fourth annual exhibit of 
the Piedmont Exposition. 

It will be an easy matter for The Sun to 
see for itself. The gates will soon be thrown 
open to the public, and all will be invited to 
enter and make comparisons. We may give 
Mr. Dana a faint idea of the magnitude of 
the enterprise when we remark that Kilrafy’s 
‘Destruction of Jerusalem’’ is to be em- 
ployed strictly as a side show attraction. 
The great exposition itself will be of sur- 
passing interest. It will gather together the 
wonderful results of the industrial forces 
that have been developing in the Piedmont 
region of the south during the past twenty- 
seven years, and it will show, as has never 
been shown before, the amazing progress 
made by the south since the war. 

We shall have more to say of this great 
exposition. Meanwhile we extend the editor 
of The Sun and his bright young assistants 
a cordial invitation to visit the exposition 
and get a taste of Atlanta’s hospitality. 


What We Owe the Farmer. 

Last fall, when the financial flurry in Lon- 
don caused a depression in this country, it 
was admitted in New York that the southern 
farmer with his cotton saved the United 
States from a disastrous panic. 

And now, after the unprecedented export 
of our gold, the northwestern farmer with 
his wheat comes to the front to draw all this 
money back from Europe with hundreds of 
millions more. 

Already money is becoming easier, and the 
outlook is bright. But we owe this not to 
the government, nor to anything that it has 
done to improve the business situation. All 
that we enjoy and all that we hope for in 
the shape of prosperity we owe to the farmer 
with his cotton in the south, and his wheat 
in the northwest. 

If nothing occurs to disappoint our ex- 
pectations of a good business season, the re- 
publican party will claim that its financial 
and tariff policy has brought usa return of 
good times. But the farmer and the work- 
ingman will know better. They will know 
that they are prospering not because of ex- 
isting economic conditions forced upon us by 
the government, but in spite of them. We 
are saved from ruin, and will enjoy this 
touch of flush times this fall simply because 
the tremendous energies of our farmers, to- 
gether with their economy, have enabled us 
to overcome the unfavorable conditions of 
our financial system. 

Instead of being easily satisfied with the 
outcome of this season it is in order to eon- 
sider how much better it would be under an 
honest tariff with a volume of currency large 
enough to meet the wants of business. The 
west and south are pulling and tugging at 
Wall street for money to move their crops, 
when under the proper system they would 
have enough money of their own for that 
purpose. Then the farmers and working- 
men who are feeling more hopeful should 
bear in mind the fact that but for the robber 
tariff they would be ableto save 15 per 
cent of their living expenses. 

The promise of good times this fall shows 
that this is too big and productive a country 
to be entirely ruined in a short time by an 
oppressive and extravagant government. 

Now is a good time to think of the active 
work of the farmer as a factor of our pros- 
perity, and it is a good time to think of the 
burdens and restrictions placed upon him by 
a government which thus far has been deaf 
to his appeals for relief.

Our Railroad Problem, 


AvuGuSTA, Ga., August 18, 1891.—Editor Consti- 
tution: As the lease of the Georgia railroad has 
been drawn into the railroad controversy over 
leases now pending in the legislature and through- 
out the state, and as the real railroad situation is 
80 San misunderstood by legislator and 
constituent, I have been induced to ask space in 
your columns for this communication. If, in 
what I may say, I can secure for the railroad prob- 
lem a more calm and thoughtful consideration, I 
should feel I had accomplished a great deal, 
though J myself, may not have thrown any light 
upon the subject. 

Daniel Webster in 1830, in his famous speech in 
the United State senate on the Foote resolutions, 
in reply to Robert Y.Hayne, of South Carolina, in 
the midst of days of excited debate, just as we 
are having it today about railroads, _—- with 
these words: ‘‘When the mariner has n tossed 
for many days in thick weather and on an un- 
known sea, he naturally avails himself of the first 
pause in the storm, the earliest glance of the sun, 
to take his latitude and ascertain how far the ele- 
ments have driven him from his true course. Let

The latest phase of 
development is the union under one head of both 
rails and management of several or many differ- 
ent roads taking upthe commerce of extensive 
areas of territory. Without, perhaps, the con- 
scious-recognition of the fact by the workers 
themselves, this stage of develoment has wrought 
out in commerce the analogy of a great river in 
nature, gathering up inits main channel, and 
through the branches which flow inte it on its 
right and left, all the waters ot some vast basin 
and its surrounding hills and mountains, and dis- 
charging them at its mouth intothe expectant 
ocean. 

“This phase of development is going on now with 
tremendous energy. All conditions of railroad 
situation are eto yield to it. It is the inev- 
itable result of the struggle of the enormous voi- 
ume of freight passing between the remote 
of a vast country. In order to handle it all suc- 
cessfully. such arrangements must be made as to 
render its fiow free and unobstructed, rapid and 
smooth. This effort to form unbroken lines of 
great length and reach, while it seems to be in 
the natura! and proper direction of railroad devel- 
opment, appears also tu be irresistible. Any single 
road necessary for the accomplishment euch a 
scheme is sure to be acquired for it. Any single 
road which might thwart or obstruct the general 
scheme is sure to be strangled. 

“Two methods for acquiring particular roads for 
such general schemes are practiced. Either, on 
the one hand, to purchase or lease the road; or 
on the other hand, to buy up a controlling in- 
terest in its capital stock. When the purchase or 
lease method is adopted, the road to affected 
has a voiceinthe transaction; it is bought or 
leased upon its own terms and with such stipula- 
tions as are intended to protect its owners. re 
the control of the desired road is obtained by a 


purchase of its stock, the company, the corpora-. 


tion, is ignored, and there is no protection pro- 
vided for its stockholders, In this way stock- 
holders, other than those in the combination, 
might find their road operated in the interest of a 
combination alien to their interests. 

“In this connection, it is proper to remark 
that it would not be necessary in any given 
instance to buy up a majority of the 
stook of a corporation in order to obtain practical 
control of its corporate affairs. The concentra- 
tion of two-fifths of the stock in any one hand 
would doubtless controi the action of any meet- 
ing of a which it might be practicable 
to hold. 

“The Georgia railroad has beenin great peril of 
this latter fate for some time. A most important 
and valuable link in the movement of freight .be- 
tween the northwest and southeast, its control 
has been much coveted. Couidit have secured its 
independence for all time, or for an indefinite 
riod, it might have been well for it to maintain 
ts independent position; but its independence 
was greatly imperiled in the man- 
above indicated. Indeed, there 
is reason to believe ‘that the process 
of buying up its stock, for the purpose of con- 
trolling the meen agg 2 action, had at one time 
begun in earnest. Had it succeeded, one-half, 
perhaps three-fifths, of the stock would have been 
at the mercy of the other half or two-fifths, con- 
centrated and controlled in a foreign interest. 

‘“Bhe consciousness of this peril to the stockhold- 
ers, as well as the opportunity of making a most 
advantageous arrangement forthe present and 
future generations of stockholders, has induced 
the directors, in whom reside the bates of the 
corporation for that purpose, to lease, for the 
period of ninety-nine years from Apri] 1, 188%, the 
corporation’s privileges and means of transporta- 
tion, and to transfer to the lessees the control and 
enjoyment of the corporation’s other property for 
the same period.” 

Where in all this report is there one thought or 
intimation of violating the constitution of 
Georgia? Itisafull and candid tion vf 
the new departure in transportation theories, de- 
manded alike by the business and commerce of 
the state, and jthe successful management of her 
railroads whose interest have always been one and 
inseparable, If the foundation of all constitutions 
is to secure the greatest good to the many with the 
least injury to thefew, then the lease of the 
“Georgia” and those that have followed have 
violated no great principle a founda- 
tion of all constitutions. KER ON.

McNeal told him he 
had no money. Griggs then demanded a set- 
tlement, saying he wanted the money due 
him. 

McNeal replied to him that he was not in fit 
condition, and to go home until he was sober. 
To this Griggs made some remark that angered 
McNeal], who promptly strack him with his 
fist. 

“When Griggs was struck,” says Mr. Muar- 
ray, “he picked up a chair and ran at McNeal. 
Then the latter pulled out a knife and began 
—- I tried to stop him, and so did Lewis 

r . 

‘The firstcut was madein the chest, and 
Griggs turned to run, dropping the chair. In- 
stead of stopping then, McNeal ran after him, 
and cut him twice in the back, and after 
Griggs fell he cut him again.” 

Mr. McNeal’s Statement. 


Mr. McNeal’s statement is.as follows: 

“T saw that Griggs was drinking this morn- 
ing, and I told him, as I alwaysdo, that he 
was sick and had better go home. 

**He said all right, but added that he wanted 
an order for a gallon and a half of whisky. Of 
+ Pe I told him that I wouldn’t give it to 
him. 

‘‘Hethen demanded a settlement, and I 
told him he wasn’t in condition and 
to go home. He called me a 
liar, but, although it vexed me, 
I didn’t strike him. I merely walked up to 
him, and pushed him, telling him to goon 


ome. 

“T felt a blow near my stomach, and saw a 
knife in his hand. I jumped back, and he 
followed me and struck me ‘wice with a chair, 
I picked up a chair, t was taken away 
from me. I sup I es drew my knife,* 
but that’s all remember. I don’t know 
what occurred after this. 

‘“‘T have known Griggs and had him working 
with me off and on for eight years. When 
sober he is as good a man as I know, and I 
reting 3 had the slightest trouble with him be- 

ore. 

In the upper part of McNeal’s trousers was 
a cut several inches long. The cut went 
through the underclothing and scratched the 
skin, On his hands and arms were four other 
scratches, which he thinks were made bya 
knife in Griggs’s hands. Others say that 
Griggs had no knife. 

Griggs’s Condition. 

Griggs was carried to Dr. Westmoreland’s 
office, where Drs. Westmoreland and Smith 
did their best for the man. They soon de- 
clared that there was little hope for his life. 

He is a married man with five children. 
McNeal is also married, and has two children. 

Griggs has borne the _—— of being a 
fighting man, and especially dangerous when 
drinking. Itis said that he once received a 
life-time sentence for killing a manin Sparta, 
but was pardoned by Governor Stephens after 
serving a few years.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


ae The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 


Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 18.—The stock market today 
was again activeand strong, with an unmistakable 
broadening tendency, and materially higher figures 
were Feached in everything on the list, and this, in the 
face of the heavy realizations and strenuous efforts of 
the bears to preventany further advance in prices. 
There was a large party who already think that the 
rise has attained sufficiently large proportions, and 
that many stocks have been advanced too rapidly, and 
therefore favor a reaction, but the new buying in the 
market is of such proportions that, against selling to 
realize that of bears and for outside centers, including 
London, the market still advances. Today, at least, 
there appeared to be large buying orders at all con- 
cessions, and the upward movement made steady prog- 
yess. The relative importance of the presence of the 
Union Pacific affair was seen in a steady diminishing 
volume of businessin that stock,although all Gould 
shares were still sluggish and feverish. Atchison was 

n leader in point of activity, While Louisville and 
Nashville still led the upward movement, closely fol- 
lowed by Rock Island. The western operators con- 
fined themselves entirely to western stocks, and inter- 
est in the movement of the Grangers was greater than 
in that of any other group of stocks on the list, and, 
while everything shared in a general advance, the 
most important movements were confined to those 
stocks, There were a few sharp ad¥Vances as usual 
among the low-priced specialties, Buffalo, Rochester 
and Pittsburg and Western preferred being the most 
conspicaous, but [Industrials were quite neglected, with 
the exception of Chicago Gas, which, in the early trad- 
ing, was specially strong. The opening was rather 
irregular, but declines were few, and while the heavy 
pressnre to sell, especially from the foreign contingent, 
made prices irregular, advances were more numerous, 
and the market soon gathered strength. Naturally, 
the Grangers, and especially Rock Island and Atchison 
were most prominent, but Louisville led the advance, 
and Chicago Gas, under buying for western operators, 
scored a handsome gain in the first half hour. News 
from a meeting of the directors and creditors of the 
Union Pacific was reassuring, and, while that stock 
failed to answer until late in the day, prices ifi the 
general list crept up from 1 te 2 percent with special 
sharp gains in a few low-priced shares, After the an- 
nouncement of an arrangement agreed upon, by which 
the floating debt of the Union Pacific is taken care of, 
there wasa selling movement inthat stock which 
wiped out all of its advances, and realizations in the 
general list became more abundant and prices yielded 
all along the line, the last hour being marked bya 
steady though slow decline. This downward movee 
ment which was helped by the efforts of traders to 
bring about a reactiqn, was sufficient in many cases to 
entirely wipe out theearly gains, and many of the 
active stocks actually closed lower than last evening, 
and a slight rally occurred in the last few minutes, but 
the market closed rather heavy generally at insignifi- 
cant changes from the opening prices. The final 
changes are quite irregular, while Buffalo, Rochester 
and Pittsburg are up 1%; and So@:thern Pacific 144, Cord- 
age is down 14 and active stocks generally show only 
slight changes. Sales of listed stocks aggregated

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THE WORK OF THE COMMITTEE | m: 


WITH THIS IN VIEW. 


A Talk with Mr. Gilbert, of Muscogee, on & 
Very Important Su®ect—Aa Interest- 
ing Statement. 


There has been an important bill before the 
special committee on charters, providing for 
an amendment to the constitution, and the 
measure has been favorable recommended. 

Senator Glenn, of the forty-fouth, is the 

author of the measure, and it has passed that 
body. 
The bill provides that the words “except 
banking, insurance, railroads, canal, naviga- 
tion, express and telegraph companies,” shall 
be stricken from paragraph 18, section 
7, articla S$. eof the constitution 
just after the word “companies,”’ and the fol- 
lowing shall be put at the end of the section: 

“All corporate powers and privileges to 
banking, insurance, railroad, canal, naviga- 
tion, express and telegraph companies shall be 
issued and granted by the secretary of state in 
such a manner as shall be prescribed by law.” 

This paragraph will then read as follows: 

The general assembly shall have no power to 
grant corporate powers and privileges to private 
companies, to make or’ change election precints, 
nor to establish bridges or fences, nor to change 
names of legitimate children; but it shall pre- 
scribe by law the manner in which such powers 
shall be exercised by the courts. All corporate 
powers and privileges, etc. 

It will be seen that the bill takes from the 
general assembly the power of granting cor- 
porate powers and privileges to such com- 
panies as are designated, and only gives them 
the power of prescnbing the manner in which 
it shall be done. 

The bill requires a two-thirds vote of the 
general assembly before it can pass. It has 
passed -the senate and is now recommended 
favorably to the house. The change requires 
ratification by the people of the state, and if 
passed by the house, the matter will be left to 
the people at the next generalelection. Ifa 
majority of the electors for members of the 
general assembly vote for the amendment it 
will become a Jaw. 

For several years the public has been dis- 
cussing the evil of long sessions of the general 
assembly. It has been generally conceded 
that the sessions cannot be shortened as long 
as it is possible to legislate upon so many local 
matters. The question naturally arises ‘‘What 
is the remedy?’’ The only answer is, the con- 
stitution must be amended so as to prohibit 
the general assembly from considering these 
local questions. People will always apply to 
the legislature in preference to the courts, if 
they have the option, for the reason that the 
latter is more expensive to the applicants. 

A Talk with Mr. Gilbert. 

‘‘What steps have been taken to remedy 

this evil?’ asked a reporter of Tok ConstTITU- 


‘TION of Hon. Price Gilbert, of Muscogee,chair- 


man of the special house committee appointed 


for the purpose of eonsidering measures bear- | 


ing on this subject. 

‘Well, at the beginning of the session last 
winter I introduced a joint resolution provid- 
ing for the apporntment of a joint committee 
of three from the house and two from the 
senate to report such billsas would make it 
necessary W obtain these charters under gen- 
eral laws. 

‘‘Méssrs. Fleming and Atkinson were ap- 
pointed with myselfas the house committee, 
and Senators Glenn and Richard Johnson 
were appointed from their body. 

‘‘We have reported two bills—one a senate, 
the other a house bill. 

‘*The senate bill was introduced -by . Mr. 
Glenn, and amends the constitution so as to 
prohibit the general assembly from granting 
corporate powers and privileges to any private 
company, not even excepting banks, insur- 
ance, railroads, etc., which are now allowed to 
be chartered by the legislature, 

‘‘The house bill is by Mr. Goodwin, of Ful- 
ton, and places street railroads under the same 
law that now governs the incorporation of 
other railroads. 

“These two bills, 
laws. 

“At the session of 1889, the general assem- 
bly broke the record on legislation, and the 
present session bids fair to equalitin time 
consumed as well as number of bills passed. 

“Atthe session of 1889, the acts makea 
printed book of 1,446 pages, to say nothing of 
the index ofabout fifty pages. Of this im- 
mense volume, which isa lasting monument 
of praise or condemnation, as you may choose to 
call it, to that legislature, only 183 pages are 
devoted to public laws of a general nature. 

‘Private corporations, such as railroads, 
banks and insurance, consume the large num- 
ber of 566 pages. Many of these charters were 
obtained simply because they cost nothing tothe 
individuals applying for them, and are held 
for various speculative purposes. 

“If these were chartered only by a general 
law which required the payment of moderate 
fees to the officers to cover the expense of 
printing and salary of clerks, some of them 
would never have been applied for. 

“There is no reason why the time and money 
of the state should be given to any 
and all private parties who may 
wish to get a _ charter, simply 
for speculative objects and to be held waiting 
for ‘something to turn up” when it can be 


used. 
‘*There never has been any reason for mak- 


ing a distinction between a street railroad and 
any other railroad. and tie bill of Mr. Good - 
win, already mentioned, simply does away 
with any law that might be so construed.” 
‘*Has the committee any other plans?’’ 
“Yes, the matter of municipal charters is 
almost as Important, and in the near future is 
likely to become the most troublesome species 
of legislation. At the famous session of 1889 
the chartering of cities and amendments to 
Same occupied 341 pages of theacts. All bills, 
no matter whether any opposition develops or 
not, must be read three times in each house, 
go through the committees, the enrollment, 
and then to the governor and secretary of

“Why do you anticipate an increase in mu- 
nicipal matters?” ‘ 

‘It is plain that the law prohibiting the sale 
of liquor within three miles of a church or 
schoolhouse, and which exempts from its 
operation incorporated towns and cities,. will 
create a demand for the incorporation of every 
little settlement, in order that they may come 
under the class exempted. This will, here- 
after, bring a perfect flood of bills to the 
general assembly, each one to be fought by 
opposing interests and opinions, which would 
consume an immense deal of time for discus- 
sion, both in the two houses and before the 
committees.’’ :
